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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR: 
Large Cent Collecting in the 1 980 1 s

These two descriptions of the same coin, a decade apart, epitomize the evolution 
of large cent collecting in the 1980's. Let me state at the outset that my com- 
ments apply primarily to the cents before 1839, and particularly to the Early 
Dates; half cents and Colonials are cases unto themselves, and Late Date cents 
still exist in abundance unattributed as to variety. Back in 1979, that was still 
the case for Early Dates, a smattering of which could be found in mall coin shops 
across Amer ica--even in the Midwest! When old-time collections and accumulations 
were sold, at least a few early cents were usually i ncluded--r ipe for cherry- 
picking by the knowledgable specialist. Remember, it was the late 70 1 s when 
Tom Reynolds cherrypicked both of the 1798 NC's -- at the same, second-rate mall 
show in Omaha! 

So when that S-213 sold publicly in '79, for the first time since 1952, it was a 
nice coin--with some famous former owners--but it still wasn't perceived as that 
big a deal. Hence the rather mediocre price realized, which didn't go unnoticed; 
an unsigned commentary on the Sale in the March 15, 1979 Penny-Wi se noted that 
a listing of the "best buys" of the Sale would be impossible, 
as the same things fascinate different people to differing 
degrees. There certainly were some lovely coins sold--and 
some cheap ones--and some rare ones. A few of the lots 
whose prices surprised me include lot 111... 

And so, we come forward a decade, across Garrett (1979), Starr (1984), Van 
Cleave (1986), Robbie Brown (1986), and Robinson (1989), and at least as many 
large cent offerings of the second magnitude, to this same coin's reappearance 
in an EAC Sale. Now note the differences in particulars. 

Even an R3 is now worth commenting upon. In '79, it generally took an R5 or 
higher for rarity to be noted, but EAC was then only about a third as large; 
with 1500+ potential serious compet i t i ros , even a "scarce" piece can become very 
tough . 

Next, note that color and surfaces are stated specifically, and the rim flaw 
noted--hal lmarks of "EAC Grading" as it has evolved over the decade. We'll 
never remove all the subjective differences as to net grade, given in a number, 
but encouraged by Bill Noyes' conscientious cataloguing, we increasingly insist 
on this precision in description. As Dr. Sheldon noted, discussing the EF-40 
grade, You do not expect perfect mint color, but you do 

expect to be told what the color is. If there are 
any dents, scratches, or blemishes, you expect to 
be told exactly what they are, and where... 

We as a group of large cent collectors have extended that expectation well below 
the EF 1 evel . 

Note also that the pedigree is now extended, not only through two more illus- 
trious owners, but also back to Howard Newcomb's 1925 opus, The United States 
Cents of the Years 1 801 -1 802-1 803 , where the obverse of this coin is illustrated 
as die state 1e. "Henry C, Hines, Newark, N.J." is first-listed among Newcomb's 
acknowledgments of those collectors who'd loaned him their collections to make 
his volume possible. So this very coin played a role in an illustrious collabo- 
ration 64 years ago, and as such commands some additional premium in an era of 
increased awareness of pedigree. It should also be stated that such awareness 
is not a reflection of elitism, so much as it is another consequence of the cur- 
rent distribution of large cents: if fewer and fewer pieces are showing up in 

the hands of non-copper people, then chances are greater that any copper for sale 
has been owned by someone within the copper fraternity. 


Finally, the price change is obvious. Rather than resort to the usual puffery 
of advances in price, and thereby encourage the greed that asks first and fore- 
most, 'what's it Worth?,' I'd like to suggest that, taking all of the factors 
discussed above into account, it may still be 'cheap.' And by its reappearance 
in an EAC Sale, the consignor ensured that it remained in the copper fraternity. 
What if, instead, he'd consigned it to an ordinary commercial auction, where it 
might well have been 'pushed' as EF, with all kinds of seductive verbiage in 
place of the above-quoted straightforward description; or where, for greater 
monetary impact, he could have seen his solid AU-50's puffed as MS-63' s, and sold 
to the greatest sucker, or slabber ... I nstead of complaining about the untouch- 
able quality of the Sale coins, I believe weowethis gentleman a vote of thanks 
for keeping them "in the family."

September 2, 1831 — August 18, 1914 


Sylvester S. Crosby needs little introduction 
to early American copper enthusiasts by virtue 
of his studies and published works on the 
"Cents of 1793" (1869) and a consolidation to 

include half cents, The United States Coinage 
of 1793 (1897) . The latter work incorporates 
not only die variety descriptions, but also, 
as its subtitle indicates, "notes on the 
establishment of the Mint." 

Mr. Crosby was born September 2, 1831, in 
Charlestown, New Hampshire. His father, the 
Reverend Dr. Jaazaniah Crosby (1780-1864) , 
an 1804 graduate of Harvard College, was for 
54 years the beloved pastor of the South 
Parish Unitarian Church, and wrote the first 
history of Charlestown. His mother, Huldah 
Robinson Sage, was the daughter of Reverend 
Sylvester Sage, a 1787 graduate of Yale College, 
and pastor at Westminister, Vermont for 41 
years. The Sylvester Sage Crosby of numismatic 
fame was the ninth child born to this marriage; 
an older sibling who had been given the same 
name had died in 1825 .

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Trained as a watchmaker, Sylvester S. Crosby left Charlestown at the age of seven- 
teen, and by the early 1850's was engaged in a watchmaking and jewelry business 
on Washington Street in Boston. He married Mary Elizabeth Cupelle in 1855; she 
died in 1874. In 1875, he married Mehitable ("Hittie") Ackers. There were no 
children by either marriage. 

October 17, 1860 was the occasion of the 50th anniversary of his father's ordina- 
tion at the South Parish Church. Accordingly, the family gathered for a group 
portrait at Rev. Crosby's home. Rev. Crosby is the white-haired gentleman who is 
seated; Sylvester S. Crosby is standing in the back row, just to the right of his 
father. This is the second known photograph of S. S. Crosby. 



Sylvester S. Crosby was involved in the culture of mushrooms, and enjoyed astronomy, 
but his greatest accomplishments were his published works on American numismatics. 

He had become a coin collector by 1857, the date he used when applying for cor- 
responding membership in the American Numismatic and Archeological Society, fore- 
runner of today's A.N.S. He was accepted for membership in that organization on 
April 22, 1869. He was also a member of the Boston Numismatic Society and the 
New England Numismatic and Archeological Society. 

In the April, 1869 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics , Crosby — in 
collaboration with J.N.T. Levick — published "The United States Cents of 1793," 
an illustrated reference which did much to enhance the study of the big coppers. 
Crosby's method of assigning a number to each obverse die, and a letter to each 
reverse die (by which, for example, the Chain AMERI became combination 1-A) , soon 
found wide acceptance. In fact, when Edward Frossard published his Monograph of 
United States Cents and Half Cents, 1793-1857 , in 1879, he praised Crosby's work: 

"Far be it from our thoughts to appropriate any credit of originality in the 
descriptions of the half cents of 1793" (page 6) . 

Beginning on June 26, 1883, John Haseltine sold Crosby's collection at public auction. 
I am the proud owner of Crosby's personal copy of this catalogue, hand-priced in 
blue ink. Lots 1472-1490, attributed by Frossard numbers, are Crosby's 1793 cents 
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(four Chains, nine Wreaths, and five Liberty Caps) . These nineteen coppers brought 
a grand total of $108.15! Lot 1474, a Chain cent (Frossard #2, Crosby 4-C) , sold 
for $14.50 and was described as "barely touched by circulation. Light olive color, 
a beautiful cent. Very desirable and extremely rare in this condition." Among EAC 
people, this incredible piece is mentioned in awe-struck tones as "the coin," 
according to Walter Breen. 

In his introduction to "The Crosby Collection," Captain Haseltine offered some 
pertinent advice to the custodians of such coins: "Be careful of the Unique pieces 

ye collectors, for you will be held to strict accountability by the numismatists of 
the world should you carelessly suffer them to be lost." 

Of the many superb coins and medals sold from his collection, Mr. Crosby retained 
his two prized personal medals from the American Numismatic Society, which are 
described on pages 78-79 and illustrated on a plate facing page 96 in the Society's 
1958 Centennial volume. The history of these medals is interesting. Isaac Wood, 
then-librarian of the Society, suggested the adoption of a membership medal at an 
executive committee meeting in November, 1875. George H. Lovett produced the dies, 
at a cost of $75 or less; it was suggested that medals be struck in gold, silver, 
and bronze, priced at $50, $5 and $1.50, respectively. The membership medal made 
its appearance in 1876 and was apparently popular, for records indicate that forty- 
four medals were quickly sold. 

The obverse has a circle enclosing three oak leaves beneath a scroll, which bears 
the motto of the Society. The organization's name runs along the outer circle, 
separated from the words MEMBER'S MEDAL at the bottom by acorns at K4 and K8. The 
reverse bears a large oak wreath with a thunderbolt set in vertically at the top 
and a ribbon at the bottom. Around the wreath are the dates of the Society's 
founding and incorporation. In the center is a space for engraving the individual 
member ' s 'name and date of membership — in Crosby's case, the inscription reads, 
"Sylvester Sage Crosby /Corresponding Member/Apr. 22nd 1869." 



Crosby's membership medal is truly a copper enthusiast's dream! Its prooflike 
appearance and rich coppery rainbow toning, along with its personal significance, 
are reasons enough for Mr. Crosby to have retained this medal for a lifetime. 
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In my opinion, its beauty surpasses that of any of his cents of 1793. 


Crosby's Early Coins of America is also a standard with early American copper 
collectors. This classic work is widely regarded as America's presentation to 
world numismatics. I'm pleased to say that both his advance copy, and his per- 
sonal morocco-bound copy, are extant, along with the honorary silver membership 
medal he received from the A.N.S. at the completion of this work. 



Crosby's other published works include supplements on the Sommer Islands coins, 
Fugio hub impressions, and coinage records on the 1804 dollars. He is the only 
American among the six numismatic scholars whose names appear on the facade of 
the American Numismatic Society building — a fitting tribute to his monumental 
achievements in numismatic research. 

Mr. Crosby died on August 18, 1914 at his home in Cambridge, Massachusetts, of 
stomach cancer. He was laid to rest in the Monroe Cemetery, Lexington, Massachu- 
setts .

Editor's Note : By unanimous vote of the Board at their recent meeting in 

Cincinnati, E.A.C. wishes to recognize Michael McLaughlin for the FINEST 
CONTRIBUTION TO PENNY-WISE BY A NEW MEMBER DURING 1988. This award, reserved 
for contributors to these pages during their first year of membership, will 
continue to be made on an annual basis to deserving "new authors" — assuming, 
obviously, that such contributions continue to be forthcoming. Now, how about 
the rest of you? 


The Fugio cent series presents the collector with many challenges. The total die 
variety population is now fifty-eight with the recent discovery of a new ring die 
( 00 ) , married to an already known dial die ( 10 ) . Of these fifty-eight varieties, 
four are at present unique (10-00, 14-X, 23-ZZ and 24-MM) , two die varieties (14-H 
and 17-1) have but two known examples, and another three die varieties (1-CC, 5-HH 
and 13-KK) have a known population of three examples. 

At the other end of the population spectrum are those relatively common varieties 
which make up the bulk of the population of Fugio cents. These can be found if 
enough time is spent on the search. The possibility of cherry-picking a rare 
variety also exists. 

Collecting Fugio cents by type is probably the most efficient method of assembling 
a collection, giving you a representative selection of types and avoiding minute 
differences in die varieties.

This reverse was discovered in 1974 by Richard 
Picker.

The doubling on the 
links is caused by double hubbing of the die. For 
some time this die was known as reverse NN.

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DIE CRACKS ON LATE STATE 1825 C-2 HALF CENT 


John M. Peters 

Back in 1988, just after the big Long Beach Show in February, I wrote a quick 
article about an 1825 Cohen-2, Breen-2, die state 5, half cent that I had purchased 
from Julian Leidman. As promised but not delivered until now, here is some addi- 
tional information on this purported-to-exist die state. 

"I have not seen this." 

The above is a quote from Walter breen, on page 322 of his ENCYCLOPEDIA OF UNITED 
STATES HAT.F CENTS, 1793-1857 . Breen goes on to state that "Gilbert mentions 
another die crack for this variety: 'from border to front of hair, then across 

the hair and out to border on the right, and part of profile double cut.'... Ross 
la-A is described as having a crack from hair through E and ear to curl — was 
this confused with the crack on Obverse 1?" 

No, there is no confusion, the crack out the top of the hair is one dentil 
closer to the eighth star than on the 1825 Cohen-1, Breen-1 of which I own a few 
high grade examples.

Another question about this half cent variety is that it was purported to exist 
with visible recutting of Half Cent on the reverse. Well, this does exist and it 
must be from the earliest strikes of die state one. Another interesting charac- 
teristic of this recut coin is that the guide line (arc of a circle) between the 
bases of S and 0 is present. This is okay as both varieties use the same reverse, 
but as the 1st variety (C-1,B-1) wears on the reverse the guide line fades out. 

There is also a single set of clash marks on reverse so how can it be an early strike? 

The only way I can solve the above is to keep looking for information. Even the 
information from Commodore Eaton's article on recut dies of half cents ( NUMISMATIST , 
November 1921) does not mention the recutting of HALF CENT. 

In the meantime, I am working on the die sequence of 1800 half cents and at 
this time, I am not convinced that the second obverse die was never used. 

As I gather more information, I will continue to share it.

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SINKING THE SUBS (SUBVARIETIES) 


Bill Weber 


"Sub" is an unfortunate prefix assigned to several half cent and cent varieties 
of 1794, 1795, and 1797, as well as certain cents of 1793. I believe the use 
of "sub-variety" and its function in classifying early U.S. copper is inappro- 
priate and ambiguous in several — in fact most — instances. 

It is universally accepted that die varieties are created by a die exchange made 
during coining of a given date. However, the three most widely-used early copper 
authors, Dr. William H. Sheldon, Roger S. Cohen Jr., and Walter Breen, view our 
copper coinage in a two — not three — dimensional perspective when assigning 
variety numbers. They ignore changes in edge treatment — which also requires 2 
dies — as criteria for a separate variety number. Depending upon the coin's 
date and reference author, sub-variety assignments are made to half cents and 
cents according to their various edges, planchet source, alloy, or weight. 
Generally, I have no problem with planchet source or weight "sub" assignments, with 
one exception: Breen's 1797 lb — more on that later. 

I began grinding my "sub" axe some time ago. It started with an innocent 
inquiry made during a discussion of coppers with another EAC'er who collected 
half cents of 1793 through 1797 by die varieties. However, when I inquired if 
he had any of the variety numbers with a lower case "a" or "b," it generated a 
shocked reaction, comparable to suggesting he clean his coppers with an eraser. 
"Why, no!! Those are only SUB-varieties ; why should ANYONE want to collect 
those??" Possessing just a modicum of copper awareness, I knew I'd just "goosed 
the moose," and should genuflect and depart gracefully, if possible. No more!! 

It's time to flex our collective grey matter and look toward new horizons on our 
subject . 

Edge treatment — how it was applied, when and what changes took place from 1793 
through 1797 — is acknowledged by each of the early copper authorities cited 
above. And yet they are unanimous in bestowing variety numbers ONLY when a 
obverse or reverse die change is made. But consider for a moment: Coins are 

created by a government agency, duly authorized to convert metal planchets or 
blanks into coins, by a process using dies, which impresses certain designs and 
lettering into the planchets. Distinctions between which of the three planchet 
surfaces receive these designs or devices, from four dies in two separate processes 
for early copper, should not inhibit our assigning a new variety number when a die 
change occurs. In short, we should view all cents and half cents of 1793, '94, 
and some of '95 and '97 as three , not two, dimensional. After all, their three- 
sided planchets were die-treated on all sides. Design application was with 
authorized dies, on planchets of correct alloy and weight, by then-current mint 
standards. It's really quite simple. Use the same basis for assigning variety 
numbers to three-sided coins used for two-sided coins. When any one of the four 
dies used to create three-sided coins is unserviceable, and is replaced, it 
creates a new variety. Granted, edge dies don't deserve, nor will they receive, 
the same attention afforded the obverse and reverse dies for their style or 
artistic merit. Nonetheless they will always remain a functional, interesting, 
and intregal part of our numismatic heritage. 
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What effect would my proposal have on classifying early cents and half cents? 

It would elevate to variety status all edge-treated cents of 1793, '94, '95, and 
'97 with a lower case a, b or c suffix. Half cents of 1794 with off-standard 
edge letters (varieties 1 through 6), lettered and gripped edge 1797' s, and 
copper/nickel planchet 1856 's would become recognized varieties. Sheldon 76-b 
and Cohen/Breen 2-b of 1795 went from lettered to plain edges and thinner plan- 
chets by Presidential proclamation and also qualify. Neglected by Cohen-Breen for 
even sub-variety status is my nomination as a new variety: the 1795 Cohen/Breen 

obverse/reverse #2, struck on a THIN planchet with lettered edge. Two are known 
to me at this writing and satisfy all variety criteria. 

Using such an approach, what are our half cent and cent gains or losses? 

Subs Sunk = 17 with one probable. 

Varieties Launched = 18. Not bad — and I stayed within budget. 

Concerning surviving "subs": Only half cents are likely to remain "sub"-able 

for their number of planchet sources and weight variations. Authors, however, 
are accountable to their readers for the validity of their variety or sub-variety 
assignments. That is, I believe a coin, to qualify for listing as a variety or 
sub-variety, must be certifiable. It must have been seen, hopefully photographed, 
and correctly described — i.e., weight, diameter, fabric — by a collector/dealer/ 
cataloguer well versed in the series and qualified to guarantee authenticity. 

Any offering that cannot meet those criteria should be listed as "reported — but 
unverified," or as appearing in a certain journal or catalogue and ASSUMED to 
exist pending further study. Here is an example of why I see this as important. 

One page 176 of his Half Cent Encyclopedia , Breen lists a 1797 B-lb, Rarity 7. 
"Struck on cut-down, spoiled cents. Thicker planchets." In his Remarks he cites 
an example appearing in a 1934 Bolender auction where it is "specifically mentioned 
as being on a thick planchet." No undertype description, grade, or weight provided 
— just "thick planchet." In his census is a single listing, which was lot #211 
in Superior's February, 1974 Ruby sale. The coin is plated and I can see shallow 
indentations on the reverse rim from K-ll to K-l. It grades Good 5. The catalogue 
description reads, "1797 Gilbert 4. 1 over 1 in date. Early state, no die breaks; 

overstruck on an undecipherable undertype which has some appearance of being a 
brockage cent." That's as much as we're provided by Superior's cataloguer. The 
price realized was $60.00. Today Ruby's coin is listed — not illustrated — in 
Breen as "overstruck on a brockage cent." I pray the author confirmed — first 
hand — the planchet stock as a spoiled cent to support beyond any reasonable doubt 
his high rarity 7 ranking. 

You're right, I'm very uncomfortable with vague catalogue descriptions as valid 
parameters to designate a rare sub-variety. Let there be undertype — if thatfe the 
determining feature — to support sub-variety assignments. If not, then we're sure 
to find some low grade "shakey jake" of a sub-variety being trotted out as extremely 
rare — for mucho dinero. 

Today there are more collectors than ever turning over rocks and beating the bushes 
in their eternal quest for rarities. What goes around, comes around, and some rare 
half cent or cent described by Low or Elder fourscore or more years ago will again 
emerge. When it does, it will take its place in the current condition census order 
or assume prominence for some other virtue — if it qualifies. In the meantime, 
lets K.I.S. — i.e., Keep It Simple. As I stated at this year's Educational Forum, 
"If you want to pitch — you got to catch"; I truly would like to get YOUR thoughts — 
plus or minus — on this subject. Thank you for your time.

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LATE DATE CENT UPDATE 


Bob Grellman 

Our annual conventions usually generate a lot of news for late date col- 
lectors, and this year was no exception. In addition, I recently had an oppor- 
tunity to carefully study two of the finest late date collections ever assembled, 
and the results may shock you: eight new varieties and one delisting. Here are 

highlights of the late date news since the last update: 

- 43N17 . Two new ones were verified at the convention: a VF-20 and a VG-10. 

Total is now 9. 

- 46N25 . Two new finds and one previously reported example were all con- 
firmed. Two of the three are from an early state of the reverse die with no crumbling 
in the dentils below the stem. All three are low grade, in the 5-7 range. 

-46N26 . The first of our new varieties. Actually, "new" is not exactly 
correct, since we've known of this "die state" for some time. Careful study of 
several mint state examples of N-13 has proven the "repaired" or "spiked" reverse 
die of N-13 is a different die, not a late state of the N-13 reverse. The new 
N-26 is N-13 obverse (later) , reverse new (spiked) . The emission sequence is 
13-23-26-25. Check the N-13 page in my book for a complete description of this 
reverse. My rarity estimate for N-26 is R4 . Although it isn't rare, it is tough 
in grades above VF . 

- 47N34 . A VF-30 example was confirmed, along with two lower grade pieces 
(10-12). One of the lower grade coins is from a previously unknown early die 
state. Both dies are unlapped and the reverse is uncracked. The date reference 
number of this unlapped piece is 3445+24+, so those of us who relied on the large 
distance from the top of the 4 to the curl above have to change our approach to 
attributing this variety. Fortunately, there are no other 1847 varieties with a 
similar date position. The reverse of the unlapped piece has many die scratches 
down to the right, and the lines/points at EN in CENT are as described in the 
book. Back to the fishing holes. 

- 47N36. Don Weathers, who found the unlapped 47N34 described above, also 
found the worst known example of 47N36 (now a welcomed addition to my collection) . 

This piece is VF sharpness but was beaten with a hammer. The confirmed population 
is now 9. 

- 48N33. An EF-45 (cleaned) example was added to the list of confirmed 
pieces, plus a VF-30 and a low grade piece. 

- 49N13. This variety is being delisted. I know some of you are going to 
question me on this one, but I'm thoroughly convinced N-13 is a late state of N-23. 
"What about the date repunching on N-13?" you ask. Well, it's really quite simple 
— once you’ve examined some mint state examples of N-23. The "repunching" is 
present on, not below, the numerals in N-23. After the die was lapped (rather 
severely, making the date weak and the numerals thin) , some of these nibs remained 
while portions of the digit surrounding them were removed. It's difficult to 
explain but easy to show, so I invite any doubters to ask for a face-to-face reply 
so I can demonstrate what happened. Of course, if you collect major die states, 
then you need both pieces anyway. The correct reverse sequence is 23-16. 
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- 49N25. Newcomb was right! This "delisted" variety is a Phoenix that will 
leave a tough hole in most advanced collections. The Attribution Guide shows N-25 
is a late die state of N-10. This status was reliably reported to me by some 
people involved in cataloging the Starr sale . Now that I have had an opportunity 
to study Newcomb's coin (Starr:625), I must conclude it is a separate variety. 

It has no lump on top of the coronet, and the reverse is not double hubbed — both 
conditions found on N-10. The date position is similar (694586 or 5+94+57+5+ for 
the perfectionists) and it has some strong lumps on top of C and T in CENT that 
are nearly identical to the ones on N-10/27. Both dies are fresh (sharp dentils, 
no flowlines, and fine file lines from many dentil tips), but the fields are quite 
irregular as if the dies were improperly hardened. The fields around ERICA down 
to the stem tip are extremely rough. I have seen only the one example (MS-60 or 
nearly so), and one more is reliably reported. I've included a diagram and com- 
plete description at the end of this article. 

- 49N30. Another new variety, and probably very rare. The NOTE at the bot- 

tom of the 49N1 page in the Attribution Guide talks about some proof examples that 
appear to have a different reverse die. Well, all the examples I've seen appear 
to be business strikes, but the reverse die is definitely different. The one is 
easy to identify: the obverse is N-l, early; the reverse is not crumbled at CE 

and those two letters are not joined. All seen have rather severe die sinking 

on the reverse, strongest along the edges of the wreath. There are some parallel 
lines over UNI tangent to the left top of that N. Later examples have some strong 
crumbling filling the top of N in ONE. This crumbling is stronger than that found 
on the N-7/1 reverse die. I've seen four examples: two with crumbling in N, and 

two without crumbling. The best is an early example that was offered as lot 1190 
in the Robbie Brown sale. Breen lists four proofs with a fifth one possible. 

I have not seen any of these proofs, but my gut feeling is that these may be 
first strikes from new dies. The large number of strong scratches on these dies 
forces me to question their proof status. And the discovery of several circulated 
examples only reinforces these doubts. Does anyone have a proof I can examine? 

- 50N24. Two examples, both VG-10, were confirmed at the convention. 

Although I don't show a condition census for this variety in the Attribution 
Guide , it has proven to be very tough in grades above Fine. The sharpest one 
I've seen is an AU that is dark and corroded (net VF) , and the best one claimed 
but as yet unchecked is EF-40. 

-50N27. Here's another "new" variety that we used to call a die state. The 
description of 50N11 in the Attribution Guide is really messed up. It incorrectly 
describes two states for the reverse die: with point up from T in CENT and later 

without that point. In reality, the proofs and early business strikes of N-ll 
have no point up from T. Rather, that reverse die has some small points in dif- 
ferent places and a dull spike down to the left on the lower serif of the cross- 
bar of E in CENT. These defects fade and disappear as the die wears. Then, a 
different reverse die is mated with the N-ll obverse to produce the new N-27. This 
reverse is the same one used for N-20 and 23, later than 23 and earlier than 20. 

It has the points up from NT in CENT as shown in the book. The easy way to sort 
these two is as follows: no point from right top of T in CENT = N-ll; with point 
= N-27. And by the way, the obverse die is earlier, not later, than N-26. The 
relative rarity of N-ll and 27 seems about equal, with N-27 possibly a bit scarcer 
(but far from rare) . 
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- 50N28 . Here we go again; same story as 50N27. The book describes two 

states for the reverse die of 50N22: with and without points down from the base 

of T in CENT. In reality, those are different dies. The early N-22 obverse is 
mated with a reverse that does not have the points from T, but it does have a 
lump on the left side of 0 in ONE. Later, the obverse die is mated with a dif- 
ferent reverse (N-28) that has the points from T but no lump on the 0. The easy 

way to keep these straight; no points from T = N-22; points from T = N-28. 

Here again, the relative scarcity is about equal, with N-28 possibly a bit 
tougher (but not rare) . 

- 52N24. The NOTE concerning the proofs of 52N15 is in error. Walter 
Breen was correct: the reverse of these proofs is not from the N-15 die. The 
proofs (2 known) will now be listed as Breen-25 and Newcomb-24. 

- 53N2. Doug Bird turned up a late example with two strong rim breaks: 

one at star 2 and another from star 3 nearly to star 4. Neither break had 

been reported previously. 

- 54N29. Two die states were listed for the reverse die of N26: with and 

without points to right from T in CENT. Recent study of many high grade pieces 
has confirmed that these are different dies. The ones without the points are 
N-26; with the points are N-29. Again, neither is rare. What I still don't know 
is, are there any examples out there with the points from T and no clash marks? 
Please help me if you can. 

-55N13. This discovery answered a question that has nagged me for a long 
time. N-5 has always presented a logic problem because the new, sharp obverse 
always comes with a worn out reverse that is cracked through MERIC. But examples 
from later states of the obverse die have a sharper, uncracked reverse. Of 
course, it never made sense, but I couldn't tie the broken reverse die back to a 
previous use or be certain the reverses were different. That is, until now. The 
broken reverse was used earlier on 55N7, and I've seen a few bridge coins to 
prove it. N-5 has the early obverse with lines at inner curl and the late, 
cracked reverse of N-7. N-13 is from the later state of the N-5 obverse mated 

with the new reverse that has lines down to right from the right top of E in 
ONE. N-5 is certainly the scarcer of the two varieties (probably R4+) , and should 
be considered the toughest non-proof variety of 1855. 

- 56N22. The EAC Sale contained a F-15 example (catalogued as F-12 but a 
solid 15 after I removed the crud to verify the attribution) . In addition. Bill 
Tivol showed me a VF-20 (net F-15 due to some nicks) . The total is 9. 

That pretty much summarizes the key information. I'll follow up with more 
diagrams in the next Penny-Wise , but you should have enough information here to 
sort out these new varieties. Please let me know if you find any examples of 

49N25 or 49N30. By popular request, I'm having a few unbound copies of the 

Attribution Guide reinforced with mylar and punched for use in a 3-ring binder.

My analysis continues with the years 1795, 1796 and 1797. The year 1795 is not 
a popular one due to the plentiful supply of the common varieties and four very 
rare varieties ... its easy to get started but impossible to finish. The 1796 
Liberty Cap cents have always been tough to find in decent condition, while 1796 
Draped Bust cents are very difficult to find in any grade and have many rarities. 
The 1797 cents are very popular and provide one of the few pre-1800 dates that is 


affordable .

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EAC 89

The annual EAC fling is a not-to-be-missed affair. I ought to 
know — this was my twenty-second. And every one of them is 
new and special . 

SATURDAY before: Bill Noyes arrives at the Wrights for a few 
days to photo some cents for his "photo condition census" 
project, one I heartily applaud and support. Frank Wilkinson 
comes up from LaFayette to visit, check out Bill's setup, and 
select and feed cents into the production line. 

WEDNESDAY: I dash home from work to pick up Mabel Ann and 
Gram. M. A. has the car packed so we're on the road by 5 PM. 
Tonight at M.A.'s sister's in Seymour, Indiana. Gram (99) 
will have a good visit with Ruth while the Wrights split for 
Cincy (actually the Drawbridge Inn in Ft. Mitchell, KY) . 

THURSDAY: Up and out — free at last! Arrive Drawbridge 10 
AM. Rod Burress and son Brad are onsite, getting things in 
order. Find Stu and Linda Hodge, Ed and Sonja Jasper, Bill 
Noyes, the EAC sale lots. Help inventory, arrange, and ready 
them for viewing — frantic but fun time. Social time at 
5:30, excellent build-your-own sandwich buffet, crowded room, 
well over a hundred old friends and a few new ones. Play 
butterfly from table to table, then across the hall to the 
Half Cent Happening. This has become a regular institution at 
EAC — relaxed, informal, fun, and VERY interesting. Each 
year a predesignated handful of varieties are paraded for all 
to view, enjoy, compare, and rank — sort of a "CC by popular 
vote" . 

FRIDAY: Breakfast at the coffee shop, bourse room at 9. 
Mabel Ann takes off with six other wives for the Kentucky 
Horse Park near Lexington to spend all day having a grand 
time. EAC exhibits marvelous as always. Most extensive is 
Denny Mendelson's 1796 's and mid-date die states. Most novel 
is the set of six cent/half cent replicas shown by Dick 
Punchard. I hope he shares these in a P-W article. Dick, if 
you haven't already, I'll be happy to do the photo work for 
your article. 

One "exhibit" not on the program is the first time ever for a 
complete variety set of 1816-1839 cents. Dan Holmes has the 
display of his set as his only reason for taking a table at 
EAC 89. The core crowd has arrived from New York, Florida, 
California, Washington, and many points between. These 
hundred or so diehards would find a way to be at EAC if we 
held the meeting in Antarctica. But every year brings at 
least one surprise. Tom Wolf has just retired, stops by EAC 
enroute from Miami to West Virginia (check your map, guys) ; 
John and Carolyn Morton sold all their cents two years ago, 
but come to EAC 89 enroute from Florida to a family visit in 
Arkansas — another roundabout route. The point is, those who 
have BEEN to an EAC convention think it's worth going a 
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thousand miles out of the way for it. And I agree with them. 
Visits and chats all day Friday, don't even get started around 
the bourse. Dinner is pizza with a mass gaggle (one of 
several such around) , then to the Educational Forum. 

Mark Auerbach recounts his quest for a photo of Dr. Maris (see 
ALL the NumisPubs lately) with updates and a new photo of a 
younger Maris. Bill Jones brings the Hard Times Token story 
to life so well that these pieces will all but vanish from 
bourse cases the next day. Phil Ralls covers 1798 cent 
varieties quite well, ending with my favorite slide — a 
broken slab with large cent amid the shards, titled "Free at 
Last". Bill Weber makes a pitch for renumbering edge 
varieties with separate numbers as Gilbert did. His points 
are well made, but are a year or more too late to affect 
current manuscripts. A late dessert among friends at the 
coffee shop, and Friday is history. 

SATURDAY: EAC Board meeting at 8, formal notes elsewhere. 
Bourse at 9. Mabel Ann helps show sale lots — some really 
Godzilla material this year. More visiting, start to look at 
a few bourse cases, buy two Roman bronzes and a Siberian 10 
kopek (they're early, they're copper, but hardly American). 
Make pressings and notes on one-two-three new examples of 1835 
#19 cent. That's fifteen of them now. Mid-date Die-state 
Happening is at 2 — lots of fun, lots to share; maybe we'll 
get our act together better next year. The "very rare" 1818 
N2 is proven to be not so — we have over forty of them on the 
table. With a wider-spread call we might have laid out 
eighty. For dinner Frank Goss, John Morton, Mabel Ann and I 
enjoy blackened whitefish at J.D. Brew's. We see another 
table of twenty or so arguing the merits of various lots in 
the impending sale. At 7 the sale commences with around two 
hundred members and guests in the room. The results are as 
astounding as are the coins. An MS 1793 cent (a REALLY Mint 
State coin, not just what most auction houses call MS) sells 
for $44K. Anything at that price should have a basement! I 
never had so much fun for so little money in my life, coming 
away with a totally no-cost evening. The biggest runup is a 
Proof 1831 cent, opened on a mail bid at $75 (come ON! get 
REAL!) and eventually knocked down at $9,000. The sale 
abounds with choice coins and averages over $2,000 per lot. 
The carnage is over by around 11 PM, 

SUNDAY: Breakfast with March Wells, general meeting at 9, a 
record-breaker for brevity at a mere twenty minutes. I 
finally break down and pay the necessary price for Bob 
Miller's confirmation piece for my dateless 1799 cent. Look 
for pictures and notes in a future PENNY WISE. Wrapup and 
goodbyes at the bourse, repack the car, check out, and EAC 89 
is history by 2 PM. All that remains is a two hour drive to 
Seymour to pick up Gram, a five hour drive home from there, 
unpack, sack out, and back to work by 8 AM Monday. We didn't 
see it all. We learned well over a decade ago that with a 
hundred things happening at once, NObody sees everything at an 
EAC convention.

It was a wonderful time for an EAC Convention and those of you who were 
unable to make it certainly missed an excellent 72 hours. I took off from 
work the day before the convention started to get my banking affairs taken 
care of (had to pull out the Half Cent Happening varieties and a wad of green 
that I could trade for some dirt-colored copper, should any desirable pieces 
appear) and I wanted to get a jump on making the pocket pieces that I sell at 
the convention. I also called a couple of friends who said they might have 
some want-list items for me to try to pick up. By 2 P.M. Wednesday afternoon 
I was packed and ready to go to Cincinnati. It is hard to wait when you are 
all geared up for being there. 

I was at National airport early Thursday and had a pleasant and unevent- 
ful flight. The only snag was my luggage was slow getting off the plane (I 
forgot that old rule — first on, last off) and had to wave to Don Valenziano 
and Tony Terranova as they caught the hotel shuttle while I waited. I caught 
the next shuttle a half-hour later and was pleased to see John Peters and Gerry 
Charron already settled on board. I signed in at the hotel and found my conven- 
tion roomie. Bill Weber, already well established. Because I was starved, I 
told him I had to go off in search of food. Bill asked me to pick up a little 
something at the local spirits shop that would enhance our viewing pleasure 
at the Half Cent Happening that night. I would pick and he would pay (don't I 
wish he were talking about a moderate amount of brown metal instead of a small 
amount of brown liquid!). With food, half cents, and Chivas on my mind, I 
departed. I found the local eatery and as I was finishing, Gerry, John, Barry 
Murphy and Darwin Palmer walked in and asked me to join them at their larger 
table. Gerry started pulling out large coppers, Darwin and the rest of us 
started looking at them, and the convention was underway. 

As I was ready to leave on my important mission for Bill, I was hailed by 
Tony Terranova. He asked if there were any chance that he could exhibit a 
"few coins" that he had brought along for that purpose (I was the exhibits 
chairperson for the convention) . I told him I did not think so. We only had 
12 exhibit cases and they were spoken for. In fact, I had to turn down a 
couple of people who wanted to exhibit. Dejection. 

I asked the hostess where the nearest liquor store was and she told me, 
"Right out the back door." Is this a good convention facility or what? Gerry, 
John, and Barry joined me and off we went. Our route happened to take us past 
the bourse area where chairmen Paul Padget and' Rod Burress were making final 
adjustments. I went in to say "Hello" and was told by Rod that I had 14 ex- 
hibit cases to fill and was that all right? He knew of two EAC'ers (including 
Tony) who had brought items for display on the off chance that there would be 
room. I certainly did not mind, but the other exhibit consisted of ancient 
coins, and I would prefer to have copper on display. We would work things out. 

Back to my friends and my mission. We found the facility and I must say, 

I seemed to notice quite a price differential in favor of Kentucky-distilled 
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liquid. Prices for "foreign" material were at least 50 percent higher than 
what I was used to paying in D.C., but I wasn't paying, so what the hell. I 
hied back to the room and when I told Bill what the price was, I heard a very 
audible "GULP!" Apparently prices of "foreign" material are lower in California, 
too. We pour ourselves a drink and it is show time. He shows me a beautiful 
Massachusetts half cent he recently acquired (Ryder 4-B) . Then he pulls out 
an old large cent that is counter stamped "A.E. PACKARD". I want it. How much? 
"'bout the price of a good bottle of whiskey!" "GULP!" We pour another round 
and the coin goes in my pocket. I ask Bill who's a good person to sell old 
catalogues to. "What do you have?" He looks through my stack, that includes 
nice examples of New Netherlands' 13th and 18th. "How much for these?" "The 
13th is priced at the cost of a bottle of fine whiskey" — "GULP" — "and the price 
of the 18th is a steak dinner." He can live with that, and the price of the 

bottle goes in my pocket and the catalogues go in his bag. Dinner will be 

another night. It is time to go to the hospitality room. 

I dropped off the coins I had brought to sell at the security room and 
went to grab a bite at the hospitality room. The place is packed. There must 
be 120 people squeezed into the room... a very good turnout, and more people 
are coming all the time. I see Terry Hess, Bill Tivol, Don Valenziano, Ted 

Naftzger, John Nicholas, Walter Breen, John Wright, and tons and tons of familiar 

faces. I show Pete Boisvert, Mike Ringo, and Don my most recent cherry, a 
nice Ryder 39. "Is it for sale?" "No, it's for my collection of Vermonts" 
(small, but growing slowly). Someone tells me that Dick Punchard has some 
"interesting" object that he would dearly love to exhibit. That reminds me 
that I have two cases to parcel out. I offer them to Dick and Tony and the 
exhibits are again complete. Rod Burress had told me the name of the person 
who wanted to exhibit the Ancients, and I forgot it. I hope that person rea- 
lizes that priority goes to early copper and Colonial issues, and I sincerely 

hope there are no hard feelings. If that person will contact me at the first 

ca ll for exhibits next year, I have some ideas for how Ancients can be incor- 
porated into a super exhibit. All too soon, the tap cames that says I must 
get ready for the Half Cent Happening, and I am off to the room across the hall. 

Bill Weber told me he was not going to run the Happening this year and 
since Rick Leonard was off playing his own version of Top Gun in Florida, the 

task fell to me. I am not all that comfortable in front of a group but I 

managed to get across the idea. "You sign this sheet by any unused number you 
want and use that number to identify your coins. Put your coins below that 
number on the appropriate table. Use holders if you wish, but we would prefer 
you didn't. Use proper coin etiquette. Don't drop them and don't spit on 
them. Enjoy them, study them if you wish, and use the scoresheets to tell us 
which five of each variety, in order, you would most like to own. After intro- 
ductions , let those who wish to display coins get set up and then everyone 
can get a good, long, close look." At least that is the gist of what I meant 
to say. 

We then had introductions by each of the 45-50 people in the room. I 
think 43-48 were primarily half cent collectors. I loved some of the intro- 
ductions. "Hi! I'm Poltu Capp. I'm from Draped Bust, Idahole and I've been 
collecting half cents for twenty-seven years, three months, two days and some- 
odd hours. I collect by die variety, die state, grade, surface condition. 
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color, and whether the edge letters point up or down. I also collect 1804's 
by hole size and hole location. I need pea green and brick red. Extra Fine, 
slightly pitted 1804 C-6 die state II with a hole 2mm in diameter and centered 
3mm from the rim at K-4:35 to complete my collection. The last one I saw 
was bent so I couldn't use it. If any of you has one for sale, I'll pay a Good 
price for it." 

After the introductions, coins and monitors took their places and the 
Happening was underway. About 15 people exhibited coins from their half cent 
collections. Coins from three or four of the top ten collections were on 
display. A couple of the coins were the finest known for the variety and many 
of the others were super coins. The 1795 C-5b’s were an especially exciting 
group of coins to view and Jim McGuigan's double struck piece was a simply 
amazing half cent. Roger Cohen and Frank Wilkinson were unable to be there to 
study die states as they have in previous years. Walter Breen made the rounds 
more quickly than he had in some earlier years, but John Peters and many others 
took very close looks. 



This year's Half Cent Happening 
was an Event. It was a chance for 
half cent collectors to show off a 
portion of their collections without 
feeling overly security conscious. It 
was a chance for everyone to view some 
common and not so common varieties of 
early copper in common and truly uncom- 
mon grades. If not for the generosity 
of the owner-collectors, most of us 
would only get to view the higher 
grade half cents of the selected 
Happening varieties as plates in an 
auction catalogue. Here, one could 
see them in the copper. One could 
pick them up and turn them over. One 
could truly share the experience. And 
sharing the experience is what the 
Happening is all about. All partici- 
pants — the exhibitors, monitors, and 
viewers, are to be commended for making 
Thursday night a wonderful start to 
EAC 89. We hope everyone who enjoys 
looking at nice copper will join us 
next year. 

After the Happening, Bill and I 
returned to our room and "graded" the 
scoresheets. Bill reports the results 
elsewhere in this issue of Penny-Wise .

SRO AT THE HALF CENT HAPPENING 



The next morning, I went straight to the bourse area to assign the 
exhibit cases and to set up lights for them. After this task was done, I 
took advantage of my early entrance to say hello to the dealers and to get 
an early bird's view of their wares. There was not much in the way of 
Massachusetts copper on the floor. What there was did not fill any holes, 
but a couple of pieces were upgrades. I was particularly taken with the 
Vermont coppers Tony Carlotto put out, and determined that if I had any 
money left at the end of the convention, I would buy one or two pieces. My 
sweep around the floor did not reveal anything that I had to buy right then, 
so after checking that the exhibitors were having no problems, I went out 
for breakfast. 

Breakfast was uneventful until I saw Bob Martin. I knew Bob was very 
interested in Connecticuts and my Ryder 39 is also known as Miller 1-1 of 
1788. I called him over and showed him the coin. He told me it was about 
the 25th specimen he knew of and was in the middle of the population by 
grade. He said he had three of his pieces with him, including the discovery 
piece, and would show them to me later. About that time Jim Goudge sat 
down at the next table. I showed him my coin and he showed me his three. 

We decided to get them all together as a group later for a sort of super 
"show-and-tell . " There was going to be a nice little reunion of Ryder 39' s. 

Upon returning to the bourse area, I decided to take a good long look at 
the exhibits. I may be a little biased being the exhibits chairman, but I 
think we have an outstanding group of exhibits this year. Dick Punchard 
exhibited a set of six curiosities. They were struck copies of the obverses 
of early U.S. coppers (1793 Chain, Wreath, and Cap cents, 1793 half cent, 

1794 cent and 1796 bust cent) , all the same size (slightly smaller than a 
genuine large cent) , and attached to a brass base. They were found in an 
antique shop in England a number of years ago where they were idenitified as 
paper weights. Most unusual items. 

Harry Salyards showed 35 examples of the 18 numbered varieties of 
1802 cents plus a nice NC-1 of that year. He showed many interesting die 
states on nice, nice coins. 

Bill Weber displayed his 1804 half cents. He showed all 12 varieties 
and several die states. Bill has an eye for quality and it showed in his 
exhibit. He raised his display to within 1/4 inch of the top glass. I could 
almost touch his coins. So near, yet so far. 

Dan Holmes again displayed Dr. Sheldon's color set. It is always a 
treat to see. Dan's note in the case said "OK to touch. See Dan Holmes 
for key." That is what EAC is all about. 

Bill Jones had an impressive display titled "The History of the Cent." 

He displayed examples of many Colonial coppers, the first cent (Massachusetts 
cent of 1787) , the Libertas Americana medal (which inspired the design for 
the pole-to-cap cents and half cents) , and every style of cent minted from 
Chain cent through the Memorial Lincolns. He even threw in a few Hard Times 
Tokens for good measure. It was a very educational exhibit and popular 
with guests at the convention. 
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Wes Russell exhibited his Classic Head Cents (1808-1814) . Every variety 
in the series was represented by a choice specimen in the VF-20 to VF-30 
grade range. The coins were very well matched both in grade and color. 

That kind of evenness in a collection would make any collector proud. 

Dennis Mendelson had two displays. The first was a superb set of 1796 
cents. He displayed 32 of the 39 numbered Sheldon varieties, most among the 
ten finest known for the variety, and examples of five of the seven NC's. 

He showed multiple die states of seven varieties. I saw many Middle Date 
buffs drooling over his other exhibit, "Late Die States of Middle Date Large 
Cents." I won't take the time to list all the varieties he displayed, but 
will say he exhibited various die states of 19 middle date varieties whose 
terminal die state had a cud, and six varieties whose latest die state 
included extensive die cracking. 

Jim Young showed all 23 Sheldon numbered varieties of the 1800 cent 
but no NC's "this year." I guarantee you that he is working on the NC's. 

I have a terrible time trying to attribute 1800 cents, but he does it at a 
glance. He's either studied very hard or has an excellent memory, or both. 

I think both. 

I tried to get Ron Guth to display his Vermont coppers at this year's 
convention, but he had consigned them to a major auction and so they were 
not available. He kindly offered to exhibit his Castorland Medals, however, 
and I, just as kindly, accepted. They are beautiful medals and he had 28 
on exhibit. Ron had a nice write-up on the history of the series and fairly 
extensive instructions on how to distinguish originals from the earliest 
restrikes from later restrikes. (Your write-up would make a nice Penny-Wise 
article, Ron.) 

The last exhibit, and my personal favorite, was Tony Terranova's 
Vermont coppers. Tony displayed 30 of the 40 known varieties, lacking 
only the difficult to find (or find nice) Ryder 5, 15, 26, 32-35, 37, 38, 
and 40. Each piece was a choice, smooth copper, mostly light brown in 
color, and free of the striations and planchet voids that are common in 
this series. He had two of the choicest Ryder 30 's (backward C varieties) 
that one could ever hope to find, and three super Baby Heads (Ryder 9's). 

His Ryder 39 was perhaps a little dark when compared to the rest of the set, 
but it is possibly the finest known when one takes into consideration sharp- 
ness of strike, completeness of the legends, and freedom from defects. 

On behalf of all EAC members, I want to thank the exhibitors for shar- 
ing a part of their collections with us, thus making the convention that 
much better. 

I made another tour around the floor, but again nothing jumped out at 
me as a "must buy right, now" piece. I had the unfortunate task of telling 
one EAC'er that his 1788 Ryder 12-H Massachusetts cent was in reality the 
much more common and much less exciting 12-M variety, but a nice piece none- 
theless. I picked up a few Massachusetts copies— cast, not struck— and tried 
to sell a few duplicates.

After lunch, I had a nice bull session with half cent nuts Gino 
Sanfilippo, Ray Rouse, and Lanny Reinhart. (Lanny is "into" half cents 
by die state and his enthusiasm is infectious.) Back to the bourse, I 
found Bob Martin, Jim Goudge, and Don Mituzas at Mike Ringo's table. The 
Miller 1-1 ' s were coming out and I added my new find to the tray. We 
talked Tony into pulling his from his exhibit and we had eight (of the 25 
or so known) sitting side by side on one tray. As an indicator of how 
nice the pieces on display were, Bob tells me that mine is about the 12th 
finest known, but there were six finer on that tray. Someone spotted Ron 
Guth who has been looking for a Ryder 39 (same coin, different number in a 
different series) for years and we decided to pull his leg a little. Bob 
and Jim added five 1787 Miller 1-W's to the tray (same obverse in a 
slightly earlier dies state, but a different reverse) and we told Ron that 
the Ryder 39 was not really as rare as he had suspected. After all, we 
had 13 right here on this tray. Ron's jaw dropped and his eyes really did 
bug out! He quickly identified the five interlopers, but remained impressed 
with the eight very spectacular pieces that remained. Several people took 
pictures of the grouping. 

I left my Ryder 39 at Mike's table for others, including Walter Breen, 
to study and a couple of hours later Don Mituzas returned it to me. The 
Ryder 39 is really a very interesting coin. It has a Connecticut obverse 
(the small head variety) with a well-worn Vermont reverse, was struck by 
Machin's group in Newburgh, New York, and is desired by collectors of all 
three series. It was fun to be a part of this reunion of 'brothers' and to 
be able to contribute. 

The bourse closed shortly after Don returned my coin. Joe Kane, Terry 
Hess, Bill Tivol, Jim Young, Pete Boisvert and I went across the street to 
a steak and rib place and ate our fill of ribs. Fortunately, the Educational 
Forum did not begin until 8 P.M., because we would have missed about the 
first third if it had begun earlier. The meeting room was packed for the 
Forum and those present were treated to four especially gifted speakers. 
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Mark Auerbach told of his adventures in tracking down a picture of Dr. 

Maris, author of the volume on New Jersey coppers. He is becoming some- 
thing of a historian for that family. He passed out several dozen copies of 
a picture of Dr. Maris as a young man which he had recently been given by a 
Maris family member. 

Bill Jones gave an excellent talk on the history of the Jacksonian 
era and the events leading to the issuance of the Hard Times Tokens. He 
showed slides of historical drawings to emphasize his points, and slides 
of both pro- and anti-Jackson tokens from the recently dispersed Oeschner 
collection. 

Phil Ralls talked about collecting the cents of 1798. His points 
on how to identify the various varieties were enhanced by beautiful slides 
of marvelous coins from his own collection. 

Bill Weber shared his long-held view that lettered edge variety cents 
and half cents should receive new variety numbers, and not subvariety 
numbers, when the edge devices change. He argued that each coin has three 
sides — obverse, reverse, and edge — and that on edge lettered (or edge 
impressed) varieties four dies were used to strike the coin. One pair of 
dies gave the familiar obverse/reverse impressions and a second pair gave 
the edge impression. If we renumber when a new obverse or reverse die is 
used, we should also renumber when an new edge die is used, he argued. 
Subvarieties, he said, could be reserved for planchet stock variations. 

For a more detailed discussion, see Bill's article "Sinking the Subs," 
elsewhere in this issue of Penny-Wise . 

Bob Grellman made a cameo appearance, and in eight minutes told us 
about eight new late date varieties that were previously thought to be early 
or late die states of other Newcomb varieties. See his writeup elsewhere 
in this issue. 

After the Forum, several of us congregated in Joe Kane and Terry Hess's 
room to talk of half cents, large cents, and other topics of interest to 
copper nuts. 

Saturday was another fun filled day. I visited with several EAC'ers 
I had met at previous conventions including Gordon Rammer, Bob Everett, 

Bob Schick, Chris McCawley, and Dan Demeo. I also found a nice, quiet spot 
on the floor near the exhibits and set up my own little EAC mint. For the 
past several years, I have been buying cull large cents from local dealers 
for 50 to 75 cents apiece, counterstamping them at the conventions, and 
selling them as pocket pieces for $1 each. Business was a little slow 
getting started this year, but all at once I had more requests than I had 
planchets and a couple of people had to find their own blanks. (I counter- 
stamped their coins for 50 cents each.) I had several people remark that 
it sounded like I was cracking walnuts. George Waingold went looking for 
some pencils and a tin cup for me. I guess he thought I counterstamped the 
coins to make money. Denny Mendelson was a little concerned, because I 
told him when I ran out of cull cents I was going to start stamping the 
coins closest at hand: his exhibit of 1796 's. John Morton of Crestview, 
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Florida sat down beside me while I worked and we had a nice little talk. I 
grew up in Pensacola, Florida which is just a few miles west of his home. 

I joined John Morton, and Mabel Ann and John Wright for lunch where 
John Wright told me the story of Mabel Ann's NC-2 of 1798. It takes a while 
to tell because it is a tale in three chapters, but it is a very good story. 

I especially liked the part where John and Mabel Ann were tearing the seats 
out of their car, to find enough change to pay the sales tax needed to ransom 
their newly discovered trecisure from the clutches of a man who would rather 
not deal with a copper nut like John. 

The afternoon went quickly. I looked at the sale lots, including some 
of the super large cents consigned this year. The half cents were nice, 
but few in number, and this Sale definitely belonged to the large cents. 

Thanks to a well-known California collector for sharing his bounty! I bought 
a Machin's piece from Pete Boisvert just as the bourse was closing and was off 
to find Bill Weber to collect on the steak dinner he owed me. He paid off 
handsomely . 

We made it to the Sale room just before the opening. Jack Robinson made 
a presentation to the club of a check for $1,000. This was the proceeds of 
a lot he dedicated to the club in the recent Superior auction of his large 
cents and half cents. Thanks, Jack. That was a generous gesture and one 
appreciated by us all. The sale started out a little slowly with the first 
three lots grossing a total of $17. The half cents, although few in number, 
sold for stronger prices than has been customary in EAC Sales. The large 
cents took off. The first ten large cent lots sold for twice the previous 
high-grossing EAC Sale! Fantastic .. .but then so were the coins. I left the 
Sale after the Sheldon varieties were sold and found a quieter group for 
relaxed conversation and comradeship. 

Sunday morning I arose early and had a leisurely breakfast with Frank 
Stillinger. I returned to the room a few minutes before the general meeting, 
woke Bill, packed, and went to the meeting. As general meetings go this one 
went very quickly. The people responsible for putting on this year's conven- 
tion were warmly applauded for their successful efforts. Jack Robinson was 
given the EAC award for outstanding contributions to the organization for his 
Copper Quotes by Robinson (CQR) series. Hear! Hear! It was announced that 
the Jeff Rock suspension would be extended for at least the second of a pos- 
sible three years. Upcoming EAC Convention sites were announced: Orlando, 

Florida, May 10-13, 1990; Boston, Massachusetts, 1991; St. Louis, Missouri, 

1992; and, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 1993 (200th anniversary of the mint) . 

It was also announced that new officers would be elected in 1990 and that a 
selection committee was being formed to nominate the various club officers. 

After the meeting, the bourse reopened and a lot of business was conducted. 
It seems many attendees had saved their money in the hopes that they would 
acquire outstanding pieces from the EAC Sale and when their hopes were not 
realized, they tried their best to clean out the dealers on the bourse. It 
would not surprise me if some of the prices jumped a little overnight. I 
decided against marginally upgrading two of my Massachusetts coppers and bought 
a nice Vermont piece from Tony Carlotto instead. I sold a few more duplicates 
and said my goodbyes. 
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I reflected on the trip back that it had been a very good trip. I 
bought a couple of coins and sold a few. I renewed a lot of friendships and 
made several new ones. I had had a wonderful time. It will be difficult 
to pass the time for the next 13 months until the next Convention. When it 
rolls around, I hope to see you all there.

EAC '89: PROSPECT AND RETROSPECT

Today is April 6, 1989. This time next week many EAC members, including 
this writer, will be heading to Fort Mitchell, Kentucky, for EAC '89. 

Thoughts about a coppers-only bourse are exciting. Eyestrain will probably 
affect many attendees, but what a way to go! High anticipation and dreams 
of adding a few nice coppers to your collection must run through all of us. 

A vacant hole in your collection is about as appealing as a well gone dry. 

The collector in us reaches out, striving to find the right coins for those 
blank holes. The search is a great deal of the pleasure of our hobby. 

It's amazing sometimes how a rather common date can be so elusive. Even 

in the "pocket change" days, duplicates of fairly low mintage coins could be 
found, and even some scarce dates; however, certain more common dates never 
passed through our hands. Probably, most collectors had to buy certain dates 
to complete a set of currently-circulating coinage. 

"Circulating" large cents predated me by a few years. Just imagine walk- 
ing around with 20 or so large cents in your pocket (or purse, back then). 
Strong belts, suspenders, and backs were called for if you were going to do 

any amount of shopping. Pocket change in those days would have been something 

large cents, half cents, a mixture of Flowing Hair, Draped Bust, Heraldic 
Eagle, Capped Bust and Liberty Seated half dimes, dimes, quarters, halves, 
and silver dollars. 

While collecting coins for a long time, I've never really thought of 
myself as a numismatist. However, since joining EAC, I am beginning to think 
and feel more like a numismatist — not yet there, but moving in the right 
direction. Heading for EAC '89, the place to be, the excitement builds... 

April 20, 1989 . Well, EAC '89 has come and gone. As a member attending his 
first annual meeting, it was all one could expect and then some. The cop- 
pers available on the EAC bourse were just tremendous. Purchased at least 
one copper from Ronnie Adam (thanks for taking a check, Ronnie) , Bob Essig 
(interesting story about a cleaning solvent prior to Xylol) , Chris McCawley 
(thanks for the EAC '89 tee shirt, Chris), Darwin Palmer, Tom Reynolds, and 
Phyllis Thompson. Picked up a total of ten large cents, three as gifts for 
my two sons and son-in-law. 

I've been working on a year set of large cents for more years than I'd 
like to remember, and plugged up two holes with low grade 1793 wreath and 
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1804 cents. Low grade or not, they look beautiful to me and will have a 
good home. It's amazing that those coins have survived nearly two hundred 
years... a long journey through history. Speaking of survival, the "Half 
Cent Happening" on Thursday evening, April 13, featured many super condition 
coins. One 2x2 holder containing an MS half cent bore the message: "May 

you look this good after 185 years." 

This member wants to thank all of the EAC member-dealers at the bourse. 
Each was very helpful and friendly. With all the coins available, my money 
went quickly the first morning (Friday) of the bourse. However, like most 
members probably did, my budget fell by the wayside and quickly doubled (my 
wife was so understanding) . My last coin was purchased Saturday morning 
(day 2), and, at that time, it was necessary to remove myself from the 
premises to save the rent money. 

The Sale lots were truly amazing. Sitting there viewing the lots was 
like a trip to the past. How else can you explain the feeling, holding a 
Mint State 1793 cent that looked like it just popped out of the dies. The 
detail on this coin was fantastically sharp and clear. I thought about 
the beauty created with what had to be inferior equipment. I thought about 
the engraver and the pride he must have felt for his finished product — and 
rightfully so. I wondered whether or not the engraver survived the yellow 
fever epidemics that hit Philadelphia. All that, for a salary of not much 
more than a dollar a day in the Philadelphia mint in 1793... an artist whose 
work lives today for our enjoyment and appreciation. In a sense, large cent 
collectors are curators of an early art form, their own private museum, to 
watch over it, to protect it, and to preserve it for the enjoyment of future 
art lovers. 

There were many beautiful cents in the Sale, cents that would not 
receive a bid from me due to their elegant condition, and also because what 
funds accompanied me to the convention were left on the bourse floor. But 
the Sale was something to experience. Few coins went for a price I might 
have bid. Many went for prices that were unbelievable to the average col- 
lector. 

Denis Loring was the auctioneer and did a great job as the bids came 
fast and furious. After 46 lots were bid on, Denis upheld an EAC tradition 
unknown to newcomers, i.e., a six pack of Oldenburg beer was auctioned for 
$80. A second six pack was auctioned and received a bid of $1.10 per oz. ; 
Denis shot back, "$79. 20. " You don't mess with Mother Nature, and you don't 
mess with an auctioneer who is an actuary. An extra, extra large tee shirt 
featuring a 1794 cent on the front with the wording: "EAC 1989" and "CVM" 

was donated for the Sale by Chris Victor McCawley. It brought $55. The 
proceeds from the six packs and tee shirts were donated to the EAC. Lord, 
that was a big tee shirt. 

The exhibits included "Castorland Medals," "Dr. Sheldon's Color Set," 
"History of the U.S. One Cent Piece," "Late Die States of Middle Date Large 
Cents," "1796 Cents," "Classic Head Large Cents," "Cents of 1802," "Varieties 
of the 1804 Half Cent," and "Cents of 1800." The exhibits were most interest- 
ing, and I viewed them on three different occasions. Much time and patience 
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obviously went into the forming of the exhibits, and their present owners 
can be rightfully proud of their collections. 

Thanks to all those responsible for the Hospitality Room, the Educa- 
tional Forum, the Exhibits, and the Half Cent Happening. Thanks for all 
the helpful, friendly members I met there and, last but not least, thanks 
to all the folks who showed Sale lots to us for their time and patience. 

The Flag, Mom, Apple Pie, and EAC - what a country! 

If any member, new or old, has never attended an EAC annual meeting, 
it's highly recommended. I'm already looking forward to next year's meeting 
in Orlando, Florida. Keep the presses rolling .. .Good Night, and Happy 
Collecting !

Half Cent Happening Monitors and Judges 
May thanks to you all for your help and opinions. 


If you've never attended a Half Cent Happening and are curious about 
judging and how it's done, here's our method. We call it, "D.Q." which 
equals Desirability Quotient. It's all we use in our selection process. 
Imagine that you are allowed to select ANY coin from those exhibited for 
your collection. You are unconcerned about cost and should use only those 
criteria you presently apply - i.e., color, surfaces, strike, absence of 
defects, whatever, to select a coin for your collection. Whichever coin 
"most turns your crank" would be your 1st choice, the next most appealing 
is 2nd, and so on through 5th. This process is repeated with each of the 
varieties exhibited. At the end of the evening, Mike, Rick, and I gather 
up your score sheets, tally the number of first place votes, second place 
votes, etc. for each exhibited coin, and from your scoring, arrive at the 1st 
through 5th most coveted coins of each variety. You don't have to know 
beans about grading, rarity, or price - it's just what YOU liked, according 
to YOUR standards. 


I must apologize to all the "unknown soliders" - i.e., those who I 
neglected to have sign the Happening register. It will be better handled 
next year - trust me. Those I can identify are:

MIDDLE DATE DIE STATES AT EAC 
March Wells 


We previously announced a get-together, at the convention this year, 
of EAC'ers who are interested in Middle Date die state progressions. At 
2 P.M. April 15th, we managed to attract a group of twenty-three kind souls 
who shared such an interest. Special thanks to Jim Corrado, Dick Punchard, 
Bruce Reinoehl, Maurie Shepherd, Dennis Mendelson, and John Wright for 
bringing so many fascinating die state examples for all to look at, pick up 
and feel, ogle, or whatever. This was "show and tell" at its best! 

Newcomb's descriptions of die state progressions occasionally con- 
clude with the comment that intermediate conditions exist, of the cracks, 
cuds, etc. that are described. Many of us share a curiosity as to what 
these intermediate conditions are, and whether there are some other major 
distinctions to be found. The pursuit of that knowledge can be very enter- 
taining, assuming of course that you are a copper nut. 

A case in point, regarding the discovery of a major die state not 
noted in Newcomb, would be 25N1. Newcomb's description states, "This number 
comes with a very rare rim break on obverse, from left of eighth star to 
over ninth star." Since that was written, at least two examples have been 
found with a much larger cud than Howard Newcomb described. These two "gems" 
were displayed courtesy of Jim Corrado and Dick Punchard. On these two 
pieces, the large cud covers the top of the coin, starting just to the right 
of *6, covering the top three points of *7, continuing to the left of *8, 
where the cud described by Newcomb 'starts. Another small rim-break then 
appears over and to the left of *11. 

In all, we looked at die state progressions of more than 15 varieties, 
including the following: 16N1, w/perfect obv. ; 16N6, early and late; 17N3 

and N9, perfect and with mouse; 18N2; 19N2, early and late; 25N1, mentioned 
above; 31N12, nine little beauties discussed in greater detail farther on; 
35N14, early and late; 38N4, about which more later; 38N11/13, also more 
later; and 39N2, early and late. There were several more varieties not 
mentioned here. 
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There were more than 25 examples of 18N2 to look at, not even counting 
the ones that Dennis Mendelson had on display in his exhibit of die states. 

Just for fun, we asked the attendees to sign in, and indicate next to their 
names the total number of 18N2 specimens that they owned. The total came 
to 47 pieces. 

So, on to some particulars. We are reporting on 31N12, 38N4, and 38N11/ 
13 for now. In the next issue of P-W we hope to discuss the 18N2. 

1831 N-12 - All of these examples belong to our good friend Maurie Shepherd. 

1. Crack through stars 

2. Faint crack *13 to rim 

3. Faint crack now looks like a lamination about to happen 

4. Cud has appeared, but only to *13 (Not mentioned by Newcomb, this one 
deserves more study) 

5. Cud covers two points of *13 

6. Same cud, double profile 

7. Cud covers 3 points of *13 (The hard one) 

8. Cud covers 3 points of *12, but not completely the bottom point 

9. Cud covers bottom point, double profile 

No. 1, as we know from Newcomb's description, also comes with a double profile.

2. N-ll/13, transition piece, medium dentils obv., none rev., light flow- 
lining 

3. N-13, A neat cud, heavy flowlining, obv. dentils almost gone

The opportunity to visit 
with friends seen only once a year makes these events 
delightful - independent of the acquisition of copper. 

Rod, Paul, and everyone associated with this event are 
to be congratulated on a job very well done. 

The annual award to the EAC member for the most significant 
contribution to early copper literature went to Mr. Jack 
Robinson in honor of his efforts on "CQR. " The citation 
reads as follows: 

"THE EARLY AMERICAN COPPERS AWARD FOR 1989 IS PRESENTED 
TO JACK H. ROBINSON IN RECOGNITION OF THE COPPER QUOTES 
BY ROBINSON SERIES. THESE BOOKLETS, NICKNAMED CQR BY 
THEIR EVER-WIDENING CLIENTELE, HAVE ARTICULATED SYSTEMATIC 
GRADING TECHNIQUES FOR COPPERS IN GREAT DEPTH AND DETAIL. 
FURTHERMORE THEY HAVE BECOME SENSITIVE INDICATORS OF VARIETY 
AND DIE-STATE AVAILABILITY, AND OF MARKET TRENDS. JACK 
ROBINSON HAS PROVIDED INSIGHTFUL AND CONSTRUCTIVELY TRENCHANT 
COMMENTARY IN CQR THAT FOSTERS THE HIGHEST STANDARDS FOR 
AUCTION CATALOGUING AND FOR ETHICAL MARKETING PRACTICES. 

THE COLLECTING OF EARLY COPPERS HAS BEEN DEEPLY ENRICHED 
BY THE AVAILABILITY OF THESE UNIQUE PUBLICATIONS." 

A New York publisher has made a proposal to EAC to reprint 
Dr. Sheldon's Penny Whimsy . (EAC holds the copyright to Dr. 
Sheldon's work.) Rather than immediately grant authority 
to proceed with publication, the Board thought it wise to 
pursue other potential publishers. Mr. Jeff Peck has been 
appointed to investigate all publishing alternatives. The 
Board felt this was an important interim step, since no 
publication date for the upcoming Breen reference on the 
early date cents has yet been set; and copies of Penny 
Whimsy are increasingly difficult to find, plus increasingly 
expensive when found. 

During the course of the next year, we will again go through 
the process of nominating and electing officers for both 
national and regional positions. I have formed a com- 
mittee to explore nominations, consisting of Darwin Palmer, 
Chris McCawley, Bill Weber, and Dan Holmes. 

Rod Burress has completed a survey regarding why people 
choose to allow their EAC memberships to lapse. Those 
surveyed were a random sample of former members, who were 
asked to fill out a questionnaire. The results are as 
follows :

The meeting began with the customary introductions, at which time I 
observed that there were a lot of half cent enthusiasts present for a question/ 
answer session with Roger Cohen on the prospects for another reference work 
on half cents. 


Roger Cohen began his presentation with a discussion of Walter Breen's 
1956 half cent manuscript, the precursor to his 1984 Encyclopedia . Roger had 
obtained a copy of this manuscript from a collector who had purchased it in 
the Norweb auction. Roger stated that had this work been published in 1956, 
his own book, American Half Cents , would not have been needed. On the other 
hand, he believes that certain errors and anachronisms in the Encyclopedia 
can be attributed to the re-use of large sections of the 1956 manuscript 
without changes. Two examples cited were the use of the DSFC system for 
describing leaf position with respect to letters for the Classic Head half 
cents, which Roger contends was unnecessary given the photographs in the 
Encyclopedia ; and an erroneous reporting of the 1845 large berries original 
proof half cent as being from J. C. Morgenthau in 1905 instead of 1935, 
attributed to a typo in the 1956 manuscript which went undetected. Roger 
continued his discussion by recognizing the many significant contributions 
of Walter Breen's Encyclopedia to the study of half cents, including the 
first detailed description of die states and an extensive condition census. 

He concluded by stating that enough new material had come to light since the 
Encyclopedia to warrant the publication of a new half cent reference if there 
was enough interest in the collector community to justify the effort. 
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When prompted about a proposed outline for this new book, Roger had the 
following thoughts: 

1. The new work would not repeat material in American Half Cents . 

2. The book would contain an up-to-date condition census. 

3. The book would use line drawings to illustrate die states, though the 
exact number of die states would be fewer than those listed by Breen 
and die states would be described for the obverse and reverse dies 
separately. 

4. The book would include a more complete treatment of proof half cents 
than American Half Cents . 

Roger asked the audience whether they thought a new reference work was 
needed. There was little response to this question. So it still remains 
far from clear that the deficiencies in current half cent books warrant 
the effort required to create a new half cent reference. 

Roger's presentation was followed by reports by John Nicholas Jr. and 
Tom Reynolds on the Jack Robinson auction. John remarked that terminal die 
states in the Middle Date large cents brought very strong prices and that 
Sheldons (1793-1814) and Middle Date (1816-1839) large cents were at higher 
price levels. He also noted that the rarity multipliers he developed in 1985 
from a regression analysis of Middle and Late Date large cent prices at auc- 
tion held true in the Robinson sale. A rarity 6 still cost twenty-five 
times a rarity 1, for example. However, the price of all Middle and Late 
Dates had increased significantly since his 1985 article in Penny-Wise . Tom 
Reynolds gave his opinion on the prices realized in the Robinson auction. 

Tom felt that Sheldons which were either in high grade or rare brought very 
high prices, 30% over Coppers Quotes by Robinson ( CQR ) , with 1794' s especially 
high. Middle Dates brought high prices for die states and the Late Date large 
cents (1840-1857) brought "crazy prices." Tom remarked that a lot of work 
remains before we have an accurate picture of the condition census and 
rarity of the Late Date large cent varieties. 

The meeting concluded with a discussion of Paul Padget's prediction 
that large cent and half cent prices can't go much higher. Just about 
everyone hoped Paul's prediction will be correct, but no one was counting on 
it.

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A LETTER TO A FRIEND 


Ray Rouse 


Dear , 

Lately I have been worried about you and it's not the first time. You have 
come down with symptoms common to a lot of EAC members. For example, I 
noted that you have been spending a lot on your coin collection and I am 
worried about your budget, 

I first began to suspect that you were in trouble when you beat me to Tom 
Reynolds' table at the coin show. I knew you had a problem when you showed 
up at the regional EAC meeting and tried to buy some of MY material. But 

when you outbid me on lot # at the auction, well, it was 

obvious you were in over your head and something had to be done about it. 

Now I want to help you, so let me explain how this problem developed and what 
you can do about it. 

While I don't have the details, I suspect that you, like a lot of other 
EAC members, grew up collecting "wheat pennies," These were simple date 
and mint mark collections, designed to fill holes in "Whitman" folders or 
similar products. Literature was scarce, so young collectors like you 
looked for elusive coins like the 1922 "Philadelphia" cents, until you dis- 
covered the "Redbook" and learned it was really a 1922 no D cent you needed. 
You collected a few obvious varieties of pennies, like the 1909 VDB cents as 
well as the variety without the VDB, but that was because they were listed 
in the "Redbook" and there were spaces for them in the folders. By the time 
you got through the Lincolns, you'd decided you liked collecting, so with 
the help of the "Redbook" and the folder for Indian cents you kept working 
back in time. Eventually you got to the large cents. Early collectors had 
it much tougher. 

There were no coin folders in the 1800's and almost no literature on large 
cents. As small cents became common in circulation and the awkward large 
cents started to disappear, collections were formed to save them. The early 
collectors' success in doing so can be measured by the fact that, except for 
1821 and 1823, large cents of all other dates after the style change in 1816 
are readily available today in AU or better for well under a thousand dollars. 
Moreover, a decent example (we may disagree on what is "decent," but at 
least a problem free Fine-VF example) of all the early dates except 1793, 

1799, and 1804 can still be; found for under a thousand dollars. Why then do 
I worry about your budget? 

Well, building a copper collection has been your long-term hobby. Over the 
years you have greatly increased your knowledge and interest in early coins. 
Writings in this and other publications have provided enrichment. With this 
has come a willingness to spend an increasing amount of money on your col- 
lection. It's a long way from saving pocket change to spending thousands 
for individual coins, but encouraged by new information and buoyed by expanded 
understanding of early coins and their production, you have made that transi- 
tion. But with it has come a new problem. 
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The collecting of early coppers has become more sophisticated; you're 
looking for varieties that were unknown even when Early American Cents was 
published in 1948. The result is that you now demand a ten-fold increase 
in the SIZE of your collection to handle all the recent discoveries. That 
is why I worry; this can cause trouble for your budget. 

Although there are only 64 dates in the large cent series (no 1815), your 
copper collection has hundreds of coins. No longer content with just var- 
ieties, you have started collecting by die states and other qualifiers as 
well. Jack Robinson's recent sale had 1856 large cents and these were not 
duplicates, rather they were die states, errors, and other interesting 
pieces. As we both know. Jack's collection realized over 1.6 million dollars. 
So those couple of hundred nice early coppers you have are a six-figure 
asset. Fortunately, you built your collection over many years and much of 
its present value is due to price increases. However, I know that the 
continued expansion of your collection is getting increasingly difficult to 
pursue. But there are solutions, even some that seem contradictory. 

One possibility is for you to simplify. A reasonable method would be for 
you to return to a simple date set as the early collectors did, one coin of 
each date in the best condition you can afford to keep. Now I realize it 
may be difficult for you to go that far; yet, after all these years, you 
might try collecting only major varieties (whatever that means) , such as 
those listed in the "Redbook," You could also simplify by keeping only com- 
mon varieties, those that are Rl, R2, and R3, for example. Now I admit 
that as you have become more knowledgeable, you have tended to form a more 
complicated collection rather than a simpler one. So maybe it would be 
best for you to go to the other extreme. 

You could specialize. For example, you could concentrate on a certain date 
that had multiple varieties, like 1798 large cents, or you could work on 
die state progressions like those found for 1838, where some varieties 
have exotic examples. Now I think this is the logical way for you to go. 

Take advantage of your knowledge and build a specialized collection, while 
reducing the funds you have tied up in your collection. 

The one thing both simplifying and specializing have in common is that they 
reduce the overall NUMBER of coins on your want list and thus your required 
investment. So you really need to do it. Just organize part of your 
accumulation into a meaningful (to you) collection. Of course when you 
do this, it will not be necessary for you to hold onto all the early coppers 
you now have; you know, like that scudzy old S-37 you keep lying about being 
in the Condition Census, or that beat-up S-217 you have been holding onto 
for years. So to help you out, I have a further suggestion. My phone 
number is ....

FOUR SHORT PIECES 

Sonny Miller 

I. Everyone Goes Through Change 


Have you ever watched one of those weekend fishing shows where the experts 
are out in their boats and just seem to be constantly reeling in some lunker 
a fish? Well, having watched a lot of these shows, only one conclusion 
can be reached: there's a scuba diver under the surface hooking fish on 

every line that falls in the water. Further, no normal man could possibly 
have the strength and stamina to continually reel in those monsters of the 
deep. While watching one show, three men in one boat "SIMULTANEOUSLY" 
hooked largemouth bass of a size that would represent a lifetime record for 
most of us. I screamed, "No! No.!, I can't stand it any more," and turned off 
the television. When you turn the TV off with your left shoe, it is a little 
messy so it's not recommended— glass in the rug, and all that. 


If my conclusion is not correct, then the fish where these shows are taped 
must be absolutely stupid, just standing in line to wait for the next lure 
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to hit the water. Wherever I've fished, the fish were always extremely 
intelligent. Once, when I was fishing in the middle of the beautiful 
Potomac River where it merges with the Shenandoah River, just below Harper s 
Ferry, West Virginia, a quarter fell from my shirt pocket, bounced off a 
rock, and headed for the water. A large smallmouth bass jumped up and grabbed 
the quarter before it hit the water and disappeared. An instant later, he 
jumped again and spit two dimes and a nickel back at me. I quickly picked 
up the coins and carefully looked them over, A very fine 1930 Mercury dime, 
a fine 1903 Barber dime, and a scraggly (is that the same as scudzy?) 
looking Buffalo nickel, 1937D, with a moth-eaten three-legged Buffalo. Not 
wanting such a wimp of a Buffalo in my collection, I threw it toward the 
water. Before it hit, the same bass spit five pennies at me, grabbed the 
nickel, and disappeared. Let's see now— an 1843 large cent in good, an 1873 

Indian head penny in very good, two fine 1910 Lincoln cents, and a beat-up 

1963 English penny. In went the English penny, out came two streetcar tokens 
from a long-defunct trolley line in Atlanta, and a rusty old fishhook. I 
decided to quit right then and there. How do you change streetcar tokens? 

This had to be one of the most bizarre things that ever happened. Think 
about it. I mean, where did that fish find those street-car tokens? 

As I headed towards shore and home, the beauty of this river was never more 

obvious. Looking up the river, the sun was setting in a large ball of fire 

and was framed on both sides by the mountainous, heavily-wooded growth, 
the river below with a slight evening mist rising from its surface, and the 
evening sky above. Fish are smart after all. 

II, On the Bourse 

At the January, 1989 Peach State Coin Show in the Waverly Hotel, success at 
finding some large cents in my price range was rather elusive. Finally, one 
dealer near the far end of the hall had about a dozen large cents on exhibit. 

I asked to see about five of them, including an 1844/81 graded fine, at $15. 

For the life of me, I couldn't see the overdate. On a number of large cent 
overdates, the overdate is fairly obvious, but not this one. Also, an 1840 
about EF for $35 was very attractive. 

"Are these prices firm?" I asked. The dealer said he'd just bought them 
and hadn't really looked them over, but he would give me a deal on them. Not 
wanting to appear like I just fell off the turnip truck, I asked, "How much 
for the overdate and the 1840?" He checked out some "sheet" and said, "Forty- 
two dollars," Even if it wasn't an overdate, it sounded like a fair price for 
both coins. 

Returning home, I immediately went to my extensive two-volume large cent 
library. The first book, Penny Whimsy , covered only early dates. That nar- 
rowed the choice. Bob Grellman's book on 1840-1857 large cents was a Christmas 
gift. Boy, that Santa Claus is some kind of guy (thanks, Flo). Sure enough, 
with my 1.25 power reading glasses, there it was - an 1844/81 N-2. The first 
four had the "hook" coming out to the right of the upright. I would suspect 
that this "error" occurred on a Monday morning following a busy weekend; kind 
of like the plumber who hooks up the toilet to the hot water pipes on a 
Monday morning. Probably more sanitary, anyway. 
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About a month later, there was a small coin show at a local mall. One 
dealer had an 1802 large cent in fair condition for $4. I dug deep and came 
up with the $4. The coin was well worn but not mutilated. The date was not 
obvious; however, when removed from the 2x2 holder the date appeared to be 
an 1801. Under a 3X glass, it was an 1801. Referring to Sheldon's Penny 
Whimsy , the cent turned out to be an S-215, an R6 (now an R5), Not a great 
find perhaps, but obverse #3 of 1801, as on this coin, is also found on 
NC-1 , there paired with reverse B. Having checked the obverse first, there 
was a level of excitement present while checking the reverse .. .Not quite!

Mr. Jas. G. Macallister has just sent me your letter of 27th June, and 
I thank you for your appreciation of my work on 1798-99 cents. 

As a student of the large cents you can, I know, appreciate the 
immense amount of work involved in getting out such a book, but to the 
average "collector" it is "just another book on cents." I sent copies 
of the book to the Numismatic Societies to which I belong and all that 
I got in reply from the A. N. A., was a formal printed postal card 
acknowledging receipt. 

For the past two years have been working on 1796 and 1800, two much 
neglected dates, but the reception accorded to Newcomb's 1801-2-3 and my 
1798-99 has sort of discouraged me, especially as it is very difficult 
to get good material for study in '96 and '00.

While having the plates made for my book I had photographs taken of 
a few nice cents and take pleasure in sending you copies.

Hugh Cooper writes, 

I still find it a bit grievous to read such disparate writings in one issue 
as Randolph Farrar's and Denis Loring's reprise of the "Robinson Rampage." 

It is a poignant thought to know that Farrar is buying a 1795 cent for $9.75 
whilst dozens of folks in the same society actually are capable of paying a 
thousand dollars or more for one coin... I hope Farrar sees these coins of his 
as Sheldon did as a youth at his kitchen table, and as I did as a youth, when 
the receipt of 100 pieces from David Bullowa miraculously transported me back 
to the early 1800's. I truly felt as if I knew what life felt like in those 
hard days . . . 

Tom Reynolds' series on his direct experience with the cents he has held and 
owned and sold is downright earthy and refreshingly non- technical . That's how 
Harry Truman would have written it. No bullshit. We have plenty of Thomas 
E. Deweys writing about coins today. By the way, it's also touching to read 
that EAC'ers wear tee shirts emblazoned "Penny Pigout" while Stephen Taylor 
is pleading with coin types to dress respectably to improve our image. And 
while I do not wear tee shirts and hats with obscure messages printed on them, 

I still think that certain aspects of this hobby are taken far too seriously, 
and a few silly shirts only add to the fun of it. No doubt Stephen Taylor 
wants Walter Breen to change his shirts and shoes... 

But what I really wrote to you about is Jack Robinson's "Illustrative 
Grading Exercise." In this matter of sharpness grade and net grade, I find 
it very tricky to discount points for damage, discoloration, and so on. 

When a coin is pitted, for example, I sometimes find it difficult to make up 
my mind even about the sharpness grade. How much to discount it to arrive at 
a net grade complicates it. Sometimes the relationship between the two seems 
to be integral, and I can simply set a net grade without deciding upon a sharp- 
ness grade. I call this aspect grading. It just "feels like," say, F-15. In 

most cases I find myself asking, how much is this coin worth? - Is it a $100 

coin or a $300 coin? - without considering very much what grade it is. I do 
this partly because much of what I see on bourses is not graded, or is graded 
only adjectivally (F, VF) . When this is the case, it is pointless to discuss 
grading, especially numerical grading, I suspect that some dealers grade this 

way, too. They know pretty much the price a coin will sell for, and they set 

about wiggling around the description to meet the price.,. The overall consid- 
eration is the price. In an auction, taking JHR's example, whether Lot 362, 
the 1798 S-176, is catalogued to be EF-40, Net VF-30, and the prospective buyer 
disagreed, does not matter, because on the day of the same it was revealed to 
be a $5280 coin. 

. . .All this affects the CC and penny whist games quite strenuously. When 
three pieces are tied for third in the CC, the author casts the deciding 
vote, if he wishes to. A whist trick can end in a draw, with both contestants 
looking at both coins, seeing differences, and being still unable to call one 
better than the other. It is helpful for one's peace of mind if he doesn't 
care, or doesn't have to care. But CC coins are not "who cares" coins, to use 
JHR's cavalier expression. And coins which are tied in the topmost CC seldom 
come on the market in the same sale, so the difference of opinion is not set- 
tled by price. In fact though, if two pieces were tied for a CC position and 
they did come up for sale in the same auction, still nothing would be proved 
because the genius with the most money could be enamored of the worse coin.
